Advance Preparation

Background Information 



Explicit theme - the author overtly states the theme somewhere within the work 

Implicit theme - refers to the author's ability to construct a piece in such a way that through 

inference the reader understands the work

Content Objective: Students revise script to reflect the accuracy of historic details and the clear communication of mood. tone, and theme, 
explicitly or implicitly. 


Mini Lesson 


1. Reading Appetizer. 

2. Review terms explicit and implicit with students as they record the information in their Writer's Notebook. Use the teacher selected scene 
to Think Aloud determining the theme. Ask: Is the theme in this scene explicit or implicit? Discuss responses, referring to specific 
examples from the text. 

3. Model drafting the script, while emphasizing mood, tone, and retaining the explicit or implicit theme of the original.

Applications 


1. In Collaborative Groups, students complete drafting their script and revise as necessary to reflect the accuracy of historic details and the 
clear communication of mood, tone, and theme, explicitly or implicitly. 

2. Monitor and assist as needed.

1. Ask: What do you need to be aware of when rewriting a script from a scene for a different time period? Discuss responses. 
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
